tation that renders its repercussions 
amazingly sonorous. It is <14 feet high, 
from 17 to 35 in breadth and 18 7 de*q>. 
It has au awful and gloomy appear­ 
ance, which, with its singular shape, 
perhaps gave rise to the popular and 
amusing paradox that Dionysius had it 
constructed for the confinement of 
those whom he deemed inimical to his 
authority qml that 
from 
the 
little 
apnrtment above he could hear all the 
conversation among the captives who 
were brought to the ancient town of 
Syracuse in the time of its splendor, 
when it was the largest in Sicily. The 
sound of words utter<*d with a low 
voice is augmented In vaults or gal­ 
leries so as to Income audible at a con­ 
siderable distaiV-e from the speaker. 
A like effect takes place in a less de­ 
gree when sound ascends from the bot­ 
tom of a deep well or when words are 
uttered at one extremity of a long cor­ 
ridor or passage in n building. 
If a 
pin be dropped into a well the sound 
produced when it strikes the water is 
distinctly heard at the mouth or the 
sounds of words spoken near the sur­ 
face of any well is similarly augment­ 
ed.

A FAMOUS STAR G ROUP. 


Tbe C onatrllatlon Orion In Lrgendl 
and L iterature. 
The constellation Orion is mentioned 
In the literature of all ages. In Egypt 
it represented Horus, the young or ris­ 
ing sun, in a bout surmounted by stars, 
closely followed by Sirius, which was 
shown as a cow. 
It has also been 
found sculptured 
on the 
walls of 
Thebes 5,000 years ago. 
And on the 
men of that early time it shone down 
from the same position and with the 
same brightness as it does on us today, 
a striking example of the unchange­ 
ableness of tiie heavens. 
From the days of the early Hindoos 
to the present the constellation has for 
some reason borne always a stormy 
character. Allusions to its direful Influ­ 
ence are found everywhere among the 
classic writers. Thus Milton wrote: 
W hen w ith fierce winds Orion arrived 
H ath vexed the Red sea coast. 
The loss of the Itoman squadron in 
the first Punic war was ascribed to the 
fleets having sailed J ust after the ris­ 
ing of Orion. The group has'also been 
employed as a calendar sign, its morn­ 
ing rising indicating the beginning of 
summer, its midnight rising the season 
of grape gathering and its early even­ 
ing rising the arrival of winter, with 
Its attendant storms. In recent times 
the group has always represented a 
great hunter or warrior. 
Its present 
title came into Greek astronomy from 
the Euphrates and originally signified 
the light of heaven. 


F ig Sunday. 
Palm Sunday is known in England 
as Fig Sunday because in many dis­ 
tricts figs are freely eaten on that day. 
The custom is common in the villages 
of 
Bedford, 
Bucks, 
Hertford 
and 
Northampton and is found In some 
parts of north Wales. As Palm Sunday 
approaches the shop windows of Dun­ 
stable are filled with figs in readiness 
for the crowds who go to the top of 
Dunstable downs to regale themselves 
on that day. At Kempton, In Hertford­ 
shire, to “ keep warsel” is to feast on 
figs or fig puddings with your friends 
on Palm Sunday. Fig Sunday is proba­ 
bly connected with the story of the 
barren fig tree, which forms part of 
one of the lessons for the day.—London 
Mall.

LIFE INSURANCE. 
The troubles of a big life insurance 
company in New York has caused a 
looking up of the immense money in­ 
fluence of the life insurance business 
of the country. The life insurance 
companies of this country have an an­ 
nual income of about two hundred 
and fifty-seven million dollars and 
still the people who can not pay their 
olotbing and grocery bills continue to 
contribute to these great financial 
concerns; for it must be remembered 
th a t there is a very small number of 
the policy holders who pay this vast 
amount, who are considered rich, or 
in many cases able to pay such a tax, 
to the numerous Insurance companies. 
M any hardaworking families are in 
fi naccial distress on account of the 
monthly payments for life Insurance. 
The salaries paid by these companies 
to their officers amount to more than 
the yearly budget of some of the king­ 
doms of continental Europe. Com­ 
missions to agents alone reach the 
e normous sum of « 27,COO,0C0 a year. 
Most of the money Is paid in to 
these vast money making concerns not 
by the rich but by the laboring 
classes. 


T h e T e l e g r a p h has for many years 
been in fear that great distress would 
result eventually from such a money 
drain from the people. Many years 
ago the writer Insured his life and 
then estimated the amount he would 
pay in if he lived to the age bis grand­ 
father reached, and found that by 
compounding the interest-th at It 
would amount to about sixty thous­ 
and dollars, a large amount as com­ 
pared to the two thousand dollars his 
heirs would receive after his death, 
provided 
the 
company 
remained 
solvent. 
According to the latest reports of 
the corporations thirty-one life insur­ 
ance have assets aggregating « 2,399,- 
912,074. Think of it. Almost twenty- 
four hundred millions of dollars, while 
the total money circulation of the 
United States Is but « 2,558 ,992,98 3. 
In the reports of the life Insurance 
companies for last year it is shown 
that the Income during 1904 
was 
$560,172,563, and it is increasing at a 
wonderful rate. Everyday more lhan 
« 1,500,000 finds its way into the strong 
boxes of the insurance companies, giv­ 
ing them a sum far In excess of the 
revenue of an empire. The annual in­ 
come of Uncle Sam, Including the 
postal receipts, Is *68 4,214,373. If the 
postal receipts are deducted It will be 
found th at the government has no 
larger income than that enjoyedtby 
the life insurance companies. 
Still life insurrnce has been a great 
blessing to many a poor widow and 
orphan. 
But the q uestion 
arises 
could not the blessing be as fully 
realized by the proper saving or invest­ 
ment of the money paid on the poli­ 
cies.

It Is th e S h o r te st a n d S im p le st T a k ­ 
en b y A n y R u le*. 
The o ath o f o ffice taken by the in ­ 
co min g presiden t o f the Un ited States 
is the sho rtest an d the simplest re­ 
quired o f an y ruler o n earth. It is pre­ 
scribed by the co n stitutio n an d is as 
fo llo ws: 
“I do so lemn ly sw ear (o r affirm) that 
I will faithfully ex ecute the o ffice o f 
presiden t o f the Un ited States, an d, to 
the best o f my ability , pro tect, preserve 
an d defen d the co n stitutio n o f the Un it­ 
ed States.” 
This o ath is slo wly repeated by the 
presiden t elect after the chief Justice 
o f the supreme c o urt in the presen ce o f 
the public upo n a platfo rm erected in 
fro n t o f the main do o r 
o n the eastern 
side o f the capito l. 
While the o ath is 
bein g repeated the presiden t elect an d 
the chief justice face each o ther an d 
ho ld with their right han ds between 
them a Bible furn ished by so me perso n 
in terested o r especially pro cured fo r 
the o ccasio n , which beco mes the pro p­ 
erty o f the presiden t after it has been 
appro priately in scribed an d sealed by 
the chief clerk o f the suprem e co urt.
